This morning exme before the Court of Er- 
rots, the second preliminary question in the case 
of Yates, viz. whether a writ of error, brought u 
from t!-< Supreme Court could lie. This afford- 
ed a fine field for legal argument, and the Senate 
chamber was crowded with eager spectators. 
A number of learned and ingenious opimons 
were given by the Chancellor, the Judges of the 
Supreme court, and the law members present.— 
The chief Justice distinguished himself by one 
of the most masterly opinions ever delivered in 
this state—founded-on the most immutable prin- 
ciples of law, supported by the clearest and 
most conclusive arguments, delivered im th: 

arest language, and enriched and illustrated, 
y classic and elegant imagery.—The opinion of 
Judge Thompson was highly admired for its 
sound legal acumen, and the Chancellor like- 
wise did himself great eredit by a long and well 
digested opinion. 

This weight of wisdom,knowledge, and acvte- 
ness seemed enough to bear down every feeble 
opposition of the adverse party ; and made the 
miserable quibblings, and windy doctrines of 

* De Witt, appear in all their real imbecility. 

I regret that the haste in which I write, pre- 
‘Vents my giving you a sketch of the above opin- 
ions, indeed it would be beyond my power to do 
any thing like justice to their merits. ¥ cannot 
retrain however from sending you an opinion de- 
livered_on the occasion by Judge Williams,which 
Thave been emabled with some difficulty to pro- 
cure. Being the only opinion delivered by a lay 
member-of the court, and somewhat curious in 
its nature, as well as.caustic in its application, 
it caused some talk and much amusement here 
at thé expences of knowing ones.

punishing it. Why, every justice of peace in 
our country would become an object of ridicule 
and toult. 

“ I would further ask—S.ippuse the supreme 
court had discharged Mr. Yates—could he peo- 
_ple, or the party prosecuting have brought a writ 
of error to revise this decision, and to have Mr. 
’ ¥ates brought back to goal? For if Mr. Yatey 
_can now do it(the decision being against him) 
so coukd the other party, if the decision had been 
the other way. Let then every honorable judge 
of this court ask his own Gonscience, what his 
decision would be, if the writ of error had been 
brought in the name of the people, in case Mr. 
Yates had been discharged by thesupreme court. 
Not one of us but would: have admitted, that no 
writ of error would lie. Ifso, Mr Yates being 
plaintiff cannot alter the case, for justice is no 
respector of parties.

These proofs we submit with all due defer- 
ence ; and if they tend to render you odious with 
your fellow-citizens, it is not our fault. 

But you have entered imto.an argument of 
considerable length, to prove your innocence; 4 
as if facts could be reasoned away, or truth des- 
troyed by sophistry. You say.that the Monies 
“ have been loaned strictly according to law.” 
Well, sir—have the payments been made strictly 
according to law, except in a very few instances, 
similar, perhaps, to that of Mr. Ferguson? It is 
perfectly easy to loan moncy at 6 per cent. But | 
we cannot perceive how the bare loaning of mo- 
ney, Without collecting: even thie interest, could

was designed. Here, however, we are met by a 
strange assertion: You say, that the: object of 
the loans you was directed to make “ was not as 
“ithas been most ignorantly or most wilfully 
“ misrepresented to be, to aid common schools 
“or in any manner to promote education, but 
“ to obtain an interest of six per cent. pé> an- 
“ num, inorder to increase the fund.” We con- 
fess that we are astonished at this assertion; 
aml if you are warranted in making it, we > must 
also confess that.we are very ignorant of the ob- 
ject of the loans in question. In. making ‘this | 
confession, however, we have the consolation to 
belie-e that a majority of the people of this 
state are as ignorant as ourselves on this'subjeet. 
We do not believe that it was generally known 
or suspected, that the objcet of the load was ‘ 
merely to accommodate a few of the connections | 
of certain families with sums of money at 6 per 
cent. interest. Indeed you seem to abandon the 
idea yourself, when you add, “ The interests or 
« revenues of this fund, it is true, were destined | 
“ for the encouragement and support of -com- 
* mon schools, whenever they should! amount 
“ to fifty thousand dollars.” And pray, sir, at 
what period would this fund produce such a 
revenue, in the way it has been managed? In 
this way we do not see that it could ever “ aid 
common schools or in any manner promote ed- 
ucation.” : 

To repel the charge of furoritism, you ask, 

* Will it be contended that my relations and { 
“ political friends had not egwa/ claims with 
* those who diifer with me in political senti- 
* ments ” 

Oh, no, sir. They had egual claims, no doubt. 
“ Where, then, (you ask) is the proof of fa- 
* yoritism ?” 

We will answer this question by asking a few 
others. Had your relations and political friends 
mere than equal claims to accommodations from _ 
the school fund? If not, how did it bappep that 
they obtained about nine tenths of the whole a- 
mount loaned?

Having thus accompanied your Excel- 
lency to the chair of state, and stated 
the inanner in which you were there seat- 
ed, nothing is more evident, than that, 
however the coarse of your conduct 
might affect your fellow citizens, it would 
be perfectly easy and plain for yourself ;

It is generally admitted that your Ex- 
cellency is modest und unassuming : but 
very correct judges of natural andacquir- 
ed personal accomplishments, and of the 
propriety of deportment, cannot refrain 
from declaring, that your modesty is of 
that tame and heedless sort, which suf- 
fers the too near approaches of imperti- 
nence to trample under foot that digni- 
fied reserve which is the surest, if not 
oniy, barrier against it: and, also, that 
you are so unassuming, as frequently to 
surrender that which you have an indu- 
bitable right to maintain. Familiarity is 
a word of extensive import, and your 
friends frequenatiy app.y it, when sketch- 
ing your character. Now, sir, I duiy 
respect every thing which can justly be 
advanced in favour of this trait in any 
man’s character; and then, after ali, I 
shall be much inciined io retain my own 
opinion, that familiarity is to a man’s 
character, much what bile is to his aiui- 
mali system; a/itt/e of it is necessary for 
healtn ; but tco much unnerves and de- 
bilitates to death. Tiat your Exceiien- 
cy is quite conversable all admit: the 
main dispute seems to be as to the gual- 
ity of the conversation. Some greatly 
admire its liveliness: but others say it 
more resembles the 40¢y and 4més, than 
the soul and sfirié of sprightliness: and 
a third class, who endulge in more seve- 
rity, say, “ that the tongue is like a race- 
horse, and runs the fastest when it car- 
ries the least weight.” Yout Excellency 
is certainly a man of anecdote: but the 
misfortune really is, that your anecdotes 


| are often stale ; too often repeated ; and 


too many of them pointed against your- 
self. ‘Yhe use of anecdotes 1s the small- 
sword play of conversation; but nothing 
is more dangérous than wielding them 
by the foint. ‘Nothing is more true than 
that if a man does not respect himself, 
few «thers will respect him: every an- 
ecdote which a man relates, belittling 
himself, is certainly unprofitable.
